The former faction composes a major- 
ity of the organized democrats.

It will count the vote and Governor Jones 
will be inaugurated on the Ist of Decem- 
ber. Then Kolb will contest and there 
will be a long battle over the governor- 
ship, which bids fair to cause a lasting 
and serious breach in the democratic 


_ Fanks of the state. 


From the present indications the lead- 
ing democrats fear Weaver or Harrison 
will get the electoral vote of Alabama. 
Unless a large number of the Kolb faction 
can be drawn back into the democratic 
ranks that Is probable. 

There are in round numbers about 160,- 
000 democratic and 110,000 republican 
votes in Alabama. Many democrats have 
gone over into the third party and many 
are followers of Kolb and call themselves 
“Jeffersonian democrats.” Both of these 
factions declare they will not vote for the 
Cleveiand electors. 

This division among the democrats ig 
the product of two causes. 

First, the bulk of the Farmers’ Alliance 
is opposed to Mr. Cleveland’s financial 
n as they have been represented to 

m. ; 

Second, the Kolb democrats declare 
they will not support the Cleveland elec- 
toral ticket, the product of what they call 
the machine, which they declare defraud- 
ed Kolb out of the governorship by 
stuffing ballot boxes and making fraud- 
ulent returns.

WITH CHOLERA PATIENTS ABOARD, 


at Sea. 
ARE DETAINED AT QUARANTINE. . 


Reports ‘rom the Scourge at All Points, 
Where It Prevails—Ofosr 
Has His Hands Full. 


New York, September 3.—The steam- 
ships Normannia and Rugia both arrived 
at this port this morning from Hamburg, 
and both reported that deaths from 
“cholerine” had taken place on the voy- 


age. Both ships are now detained at 


quarantine. The report that there had 
been several deaths from cholera on 


board the Rugia was received about 10 


o'clock. That report said there had been 
twenty-three deaths during the trip and 
that there were ten cases on board the 
ship in quarantine. The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet Company said that there had 
been some deaths from cholerine on both 
the Normannia and Rugia, although the 
number in the case of the latter had been 
greatly exaggerated in the report first re- 
ceived. The report that there were twen- 
ty-three deaths on the Rugia was obtain- 
ed in this way. The health officer boarded 
the Chattahoochee this morning and it 
is said told one of the passengers that 
there had been twenty-three deaths from 
cholera during the Rugia’s voyage and 
that there were still ten cases on board. 
A representative of the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet Company said that according 
to the statement of Health Officer Jenkins, 
whom he had seen only an hour previous- 
ly,. there were three deaths among the 
steerage passengers on the Normannia 
from “cholerine” and three steerage pas- 


sengers were still sick from the disease | 


and also one of the crew. 

In addition to the deaths in the steerage 
there was one death among the first cabin 
passengers from diabetis and one death in 
the second cabin from diarrhoea. On the 
Rugia, according to officers of the com- 
pany, there were four deaths from “chol- 
erine” among the steerage passengers and 
there are four still sick from the disease. 

The first and second-class passengers on 
the Rugia were reported to be all well 
and there has been no sickness among 
them. The first-class cabin passenger, 
who died from diabetis on the Normannia, 
was Jacob Heinemann, but when he died 
and where his home was the representa- 
tive of the steamship company could not 
gay. The second cabin passenger who 
died from diarrhoea on the Normannia 
was Carl Hegert, fifty-seven years old. 
Nothing further was known about bim.

How the Picture Was Found. 

Atlanta, Ga., <Auguss 28.—Editor 
Constitution: Just beside me as 
I write is a picture we handle 
with tenderness and sad emotions. It has 
been buried perhaps twenty-eight years 
next to the heart of a soldier. 

On the works of the new Belt Line rail- 
road, four miles from Atlanta, at Blacks 
dairy farm the diggers unearthed some hu- 
man bones and skulls, and investigation of 
the grounds showed the lines of the confed- 
erates.
